LYCOMING  RECEIVES 
$5,000  KODAK  GIFT 

Lycoming  has  received  a  special  grant  of  S5.000  from 
Eastman  Kodak  Company  under  the  company's  1971 
Educational  Aid  Program,  it  was  announced  October 
22  by  President  Harold  H,  Hutson. 

Lycoming  is  one  of  twenty  institutions  to  receive  an 
unrestricted  special  grant  from  the  company  this 
\  ear.  Kodak  awards  special  grants  on  a  non-recurring 
basis  to  colleges  and  universities  offering  curricula 
of  particular  interest  to  the  company  or  for  capital 
improvement  programs.  This  year.  Kodak  has 
contributed  SI, 200.000  in  special  grants. 

During  the  past  decade,  Kodak's  support  to  higher 
education— more  than  $30,000,000— has  benefited 
more  than  400  educational  institutions.  In  1971,
